Soviet officials said there was 
damage but they had no re- 
()orts of casualties. 

Residents of the area, in the 
middle of the Soviet Union’s 
largest gas fields, survived a 
similar severe quake last 
mcMith without injury, accord¬ 
ing to Soviet officials. 

Both earthquakes were re¬ 
ported several times stronger 
than the one that devastated 
northeast Italy early this 
month, killing more than 900 
^lersons. A Mfiscow seismolo¬ 
gist said nn television Mon¬ 
day’s quake measured 7.3 on 
the open-ended Richter scale, 
and the April 8 quake 7.0. The 
Italian quake measured 6.5 In 
6.9. 

However. Hie epicentre 
came in the middle of the 
KizUkum desert, inhabited 
mostly by herders of Karakdl 
sheep. »

Sky Shops probe 
not sought-officer 


MONTREAL (CP) A 
former RCMP officer who' 
provided Progressive Conser- 
yative_MP Elmer MacKay 
with information on the Sky 
Shops affair said Monday he 
was not asked to conduct an 
investigation. 

"I happened to come across 
something wblch McKay men¬ 
tioned he was interested in," 
said Donald McLeery. now 
working for a security firm at 
Dorval Airport. 

McLeery said the informa-., 
tion he volunteered concerned 
the awarding of a Ministry of 
Transport *lease to Sky Shops 
Export Ltd. at the airport and 
he was not paid by MacKay 
or the Consen'ative party for 
the information. 

He said he met the Tory 
MP for Central Nova through 
the office of Solicitor-General 
Warren Almand when he and 
another former RCMP officer. 
Gilles Brunet, w^ere trying to 
clear their names after being 
discharged from the forc e on 
Dec. 6. 1973. 

Brunet said MacKay did not 
intervene on the discharged 
officers’ behalf by arguing in 
favor of their reinstatement, 
into the RCMP In comiienjik- 
lion for the information. 

Howler, the MP did *ay 
last month that the two men 
had been victims of "arbi¬ 
trary treatment" in their dis¬ 
missal. 

McLeery told a government 
inquiry they had been dis¬ 
missed "on a whim" after the 
two officers had been the tar¬ 


get of RCMP investigati(v\s 
into his friendship with Mon¬ 
treal businessman Mitchell 
Bronfman, who owns the Dor¬ 
val security firm, Securex 
Safeguard Consultants Ltd. 

The men appealed their 
case to'the Federal Court last 
year. But. before a decision 
was made, they withdrew 
their api>eals after attempts 
were made lo keep some 
RCMP doouinents concerning 
their case from being made 
public. 

The two former officers 
said the documents have "no 
{•onnection whatsoever" with 
the Sky Shops affair. 

Liberal Senator Louis Gi- 
guere, Qarence Campbell 
president of the National 
Hockey League, and three 
other men were charged last 
montH in connection with al¬ 
leged interventions to obtain 
an extension of a lease at 
Dorval for Sky Shops in 1972. 

MacKay has alleged in the 
House of Commons that after 
Ciiguere obtained the lease, 
made $90,O(X) profit on saIes<.of 
Sky Shops Hhares which he 
had purchased some months 
before ftu- $5,000.

LONDON (AP) — Swans 
are waddling ankle-deep at 
midstream and pleasure 
boaters are beached in seas of 
mud as a long drought and 
the faucets of London drain a 
picturesque stretch of th« 
river Thames to a trickle. 

. Lack of rain has shrunk the 
Thames by 40 per cent, a 
spokesman for the Thames 
Water Authority said. But the 
city is still pumping water 
frew the river above L(mdon 
at its usual rate—300 million 
gallons a day, leaving only'50 
to 130 million gallons to flew 
through! the city, the spokes¬ 
man said. 

He said London reservoirs 
are full and the capital is ex-. 
pqgted to escape hardships, 
being experienced in other 
parts of Britain because of 
what officials say is the worst 
drought in almost 250 years. 

Reservoirs are half to 
two-4hirdB empty in olliN' 
parts of the country, inoluding 
Anglia in the east. Wessex 
and Wales in the west and 
southern Yorkshire in the 
north. Industrial water sup- 
pH|8 have been cut In some 
arrts and if the drought con¬ 
tinues. officials predict it may 
have serious con,sequences on 
food supplies and industrial 
producti<Hi.

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The physician-politician 


I T WAS A LONG TIME COMING but the call on the 
weekend by Dr. Scott Wallace for the govern¬ 
ment to order striking hospital workers to return to 
their jobs may have restored some faith in the 
physician-politician among bis Oak Bay constituents. 

That the Conservative leader left it to medical col¬ 
leagues to underline the wrongness of allowing work 
stoppages in what must be the most essential of public 
services was disappointing, to say the least. 

It took two weeks for him to speak out strongly in 
his official legislative capacity against the strike that 
first hit Vancouver General Hospital and quickly 
spread tq Victoria and elsewhere. 

It took him all that time to decide on speaking his 
piece that “somebody somewhere is going to suffer 
severe complications or may die ' with the strike of 
non-medical personnel forcing further postponement 
of elective surgery. He says the risk of such cases 
deteriorating to emergency status has become great. 
This was so. of course, at the v.ery beginning, but Scott 
Wallace, the politician, omits mentioning this fact. 

It is obvious that he is finding his dual professional 
role (|jfficult. This can be seen also in his statements 
regarding the siting of that oh-so-long delayed new 
. general hospital for the Greater Victoria region. He 


opposes the Helmcken Road location chosen by Health 
Minister Robert McClelland and is telling the Capital 
Region hospital and health planning committee to 
resign in protest of the ruling. The minister has gone 
against the recommendation of the committee for a 
McKenzie Avenue-Douglas Street site and Scott Wal¬ 
lace says, "It’s a short-sighted political decision, 
based, only on this government’s preoccupation with 
dollars and not based on the legitimate hospital needs 
of this total community.” 

The financial aspect undoubtedly was the deciding 
“factor with the Helmcken property available at $15,000 
an acre as compared to $100,000 an acre for the 
McKenzie Avenue site. And so it should be when the 
two locations are only a short two miles apart with lit¬ 
tle difference in accessibility 

First and foremost in thinking on the new hospital 
site announcement is the need of the facility itself, ft 
has long been urgent and a two-mile change in location 
is not of sufficient importance to delay its construction 
lurther. 

The politician in Scott Wallace is an obstructionist 
here and this is a disappointment, too. But perhaps the 
doctor in him will assert itself shortly as it did after 
two weeks of the hospital strike. 


Merchants of death 


G eorge Bernard SHAW created a character in 
his play. Major Barbara, who went by the name 
df Undershaft. He was an arms salesman, one of “the 
merchants of death” And his creed was a simple one: 

to give arms to all men who offer an honest price for 
them without respect of persons or principles, to 
capitalist and socialist, Protestant and Catholic, to 
burglars and policemen, to black man, while man and 
yellow man, to all sorts and conditions, all 
nationalities, all laiths and lollies, all causes and all 
crimes” 

Undershaft was a representation of Germany's 
Friedrich Krupp, or pritain's.Sir Basil Zaharoff. or the 
Amerfcan Frank Bannerman. He was an evil figure. 

But today his counterparts are active all over the 
world, and well respected in the market place. 

The U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency, as it is quaintly named, recently disclosed 
that world military expenditures rose from $280 billion 
in 1973 to $315 billion in 1974. And they have been 
climbing cvqr since at an alarming rate, although 
there are no official figures available as yet to prove 
it. y- 

It is difficult to criticize a nation for arming itself V 
for self-defence, even though it may gravely strain its 
resources in the process, it is less defensible when a 
nation seeks out markets for arms for its own profit or 
political advantage, without consideration of the possi¬ 
ble complications and consequences. 

In the 1965-1974 period the United Stales conducted 
"arms transfers, " a euphemism forums exports, 
amounting to $31.6 billion. The Soviet T^n provided 
$18.8 billion of military hardware for allies and 
Iriends. Both countries have escalated these programs 
since 

The Washington I’ost commented last November . 
"Arms sales abroad now may constitute the principal 
way by which the United States relates to most nations 
of the world." 


And this m spite of the fact that the Louis Harris 
Survey, concluded some months previous, showed four 
of every five Americans questioned opposed military 
aid to any foreign country and condemned arms sales 
abroad 

Reflection of the public conscience. i»id one com¬ 
mentator. is not necessarily found in government. 

The State Department finds justification in its 
policies with a variety of arguments: arms contracts 
provide a means of applying political pressures; they 
enabled the U.S. to overcome a trade deficit in 1974, to 
provide a surplus in 1975. for every billion dollars in 
arms sales abroad more than 3U.OOU jobs are created at 
home; and the laxpa.ver benglits from lower unit cost 
prudiietion of domestic needs. 

The critics maintain — some of them — that the 
Washington policy encourages arms races and leads to 
conflict. Jordan and Israel fought with American- 
supplied weapons in 1973; India and Pakistan in 1971; 
Turkish and Greek Cypriots in 1974. 

But if control of the trade is ever to be ac¬ 
complished. it will have to arrive by some different 
route tban the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks or the 
European mutual force reduction plans have taken. 

More than 100 American Congressmen signed a 
proposal last October for a conference of major arms 
producing nations "to seek some rational control and 
co-ordination of what now seems to be pathological 
competition in foreign military sales." Their aim was 
a moratorium. 

Dr. Henry Kissinger, U.S. secretary of stale, 
replied: “1 am directing that a full-scale review of pos¬ 
sible limitations on the traffic in conventional arms be 
undertaken with a view towards making recommenda¬ 
tions as to what further actions might most usefully be 
taken”

The way it is in Sweden 


. On housing, transportation, garbage ... 


The Swedes are switching 
from high-rise apartment 
developments to town houses 
and single family dwellings. 
This couldn't be too surprising 
because the preference was 
always clear. During my last 
visit in 1971. 1 found .that 
Swedes, like Canadians, 
wanted their own homes but 
there were few available. 
There was a serious bousing 
shortage and the queue for an 
apartment was years long. 

But that has all changed. To¬ 
day there are a few vacancies 
and total new production is 
down. In addition, incomes 
, have continued to rise so peo- 

• pie can afford to be a bit more 
selective. Consequently there 
has been a dramtic tum-around 

! from the construction of a 
preponderance of publicly- 
■ owned multi-stor^ flats to fhe 
point where privately-owned 
small houses dominate almost

(It look four years to 
clear the ground of grenades 
before construction could 
begin.) 

The garbage is put down a 
chute identical to t^ ones used 
for an ordinary in-house in¬ 
cinerator. Several times a day, 
a computer opens a valve at 
ground level and the accumula¬ 
tion is sucked along a pipe to 
the central .plant where it is 
shredded and compressed into 
bixgt contaio^s. These are 


trucked to the regular city in¬ 
cinerator where the garbage is 
burned. 

A preliminary study by the 
city of Stockholm indicates

Disturbing trend 

The decline of the tuna 


Tuna — nutritious^ tasty, and 
inexpensive — is the basis of 
one of the worid’s oldest and 
largest fishing industries. 

But there are indications that 
at least some species of the 
oceans' most valued food fish 
could becimie scarce. Canned 
tuna won't disappear from 
grocery shelves just yet 
Housewives will continue to 
make tuna salads and lunch 
counters will still sell tunafish 
sandwiches, although coets will 
rise. 

★ ★ ★ 

Conservationists, marine 
biologists, and oceanographers 
believe tuna stocks are declin¬ 
ing. In some waters, tuna. 
Marlin, and other fish are be¬ 
ing caught faster than they 
can produce. 

Tunas, members of the 
mackere) family, are found in 
ail but the coldest of the 
world's seas. Archeological 
finds show that men have 
caught tuna for food for thou¬ 
sands of years 

The chief species fished com¬ 
mercially include the skipjack. 
Weighing yp to 40 pounds, the

larger bigeye. the albacore. 
which grows to about 80 
pounds, yellowfin. which can 
weigh as much as 400 pounds, 
and the bluefin that can tip the 
scales at 1.500 pounds. 

Each year fishing boats from 
more than 40 nations go after 
tuna, but more than two-lhirds 
of the annual catch is hauled in 
by American arid Japanese 
fishermen. 

Several countries subscribe 
(0 international agreements 
limiting the number and the 
size of fish to be caught But 
many do not. 

♦ ★ ★ 

A committee of the Inter¬ 
national C>}iTuni8uon for the 
Conservation of Atlantic 
Tunas, reporting on bluefin 
tuna, warned in 1973: 

"An analysis of the long¬ 
term trends in different 
fisheries shows some disturb¬ 
ing features. The total catch 
has declined from a peak of 
around 40.000 tons in 1964 to 
only 26.000 tons in 1971 ' 

In its 1974 report, the com¬ 


mittee observed; "Catch data 
on bluefin tuna in the Atlantic 
(Including the Mediterranean) 
shows that the total catch was 
declined .to about 12.000 
tons in 1973.” 

The Atlantic bluefin catch, 
which had remained fairly con¬ 
stant from 1930 until 1965, had 
fallen more than 70 per cent in 
less than eight years, in addi- ' 
tion, greater numbers of V€r> - 
old and young fish were being 
landed, evidence that the 
breeding stock was being 
depleted.

Similar danger signs have 
been detected in the Pacific, 
where much of the tuna sold in 
the United States i» caught. 
American fishennen say they 
observe quota regulations, but 
foreign competitors ignore 
them. 

Starting next year, the 
United States plans to extend 
jurisdiction over waters within Q 
200 miles of its coasts. Ii) an ef¬ 
fort to conserve threatened 
seafood supplies, it will require 
foreign fishing vessles in these 
waters to obtain licenses and 
submit to inspection. 


... and a tough SweeJish approach to (drunken driving gets tougher 


Random breath tests on motorists by police will become 
legal in Sweden this summer. 

Last year police tested nearly 200,000 drivers in a trial 
run for the new offensive on drunken driving, officially 
known as "traffic intemperance." About 10 per cent had con- 
victable blood-alcohol levels. 

ITie idea of routine sampfipg. as apposed to the once- 
favored “razzia” road blhcks that usually went up on 
traditional drinking nights such as New Year’s Eve and Mid¬ 
summer’s Eve. is that It is a far more effective deterrent. 

The minister of justice feigned caution about introducing 
the idea of regular breathalyzer checks on the grounds that it 
could infringe the rights of the individual, or could be 
technically unreliable (it appears that 10 per cent of last 
year’s positive readings proved false when brought to the 
blood test stage). But there was really no need to tfead so 
carefully. The Swedes, ever model citizens, have largely ac¬ 
cepted their tough drinking and driving laws, even if there 
still are offenders. 

At present the law sets the maximum tolerated level ot 
blood alcohol at SO mg per fO ml. which allows very little 
drinking Indeed Between SO mg and ISO mg offenders will 
lose their driving licences for a year or two and be fined 
Anything above ISO mg will automatically mean jail for a

couple of months plus loss of licence, whether or not there 
has been an accident. 

A problem with this system in a country where the 
authorities try to keep people out of jaU, whatever their 
crime, is that at a rate of 12,000 conviction! a year the 
prisons start to run short of places for drunken drivers. 

The minister of justice has proposed that the scheduled 
new legislation should also introduce greater flexibility of 
punishmoit. giving the courts more freedom to set sentences 
to suit the individual circumtiancea and possibly reduce the 
numbers sent to jail. This is mainly aimed at cases where a 
routine sentence can mean severe hardship, such as a profes¬ 
sional truck driver jailed for being drunk at the wheel of his 
own car.. 

By the standards of other Scandinavian countries the 
Swedes are doing well in the battle against drunken driving 
In Finland. Norway. Iceland and Denmark the last decade 
has seen a doubling of the number of drinking and driving 
convictions. In Sweden there has been no real growth in the 
number of offences during that period 

The Finns. Norwegians and Icelanders all have drinking 


habits that match their hard climates and while society has 
denied them easy access to moderate drinking, occasional 
large-scale booze-ups leave people in no state to take com-^ 
mand of a car. Draconian six-month jail sentences in Finland 
have failed to stop drunken driving and latest Finnish 
statistics still put alcohol as the main cause of traffic acci¬ 
dents involving fatalities. 

The more "Continental” Danes are something of a 
special case. Their rank as Europe's third biggest drinkers 
. (after the Germans and the Belgians) goes with pretty 
rigorous drunken driving laws. Anting over about 120 mg 
per too ml is almost sure to mean jail for two to three weeks. 

Present legislation is rather vague and is scheduled for 
listening up soon. Fixed limits will them be introduced for 
the first time. There will be no punishment below >0 mg. 
fines from 80 mg to 120 mg. conditional loss of licence and 
fines for 120 mg — ISO mg. and loss of licence for a year or 
more and auUimatlc jail for anything in excess of 150 mg.

Alan Rayburn's enjoyment of the countryside is 
diminished when be spots a misspelled place-name on a road 
sign. 

As head of the federal ener^ department's toponymy 
division, toponymy being the study (rf gec^aphic names and 
tbeir origins. Tyburn is an authority on the 300.000 or so of¬ 
ficial Canadian placeniames. 

“Each year we process about 5,000 new names and 
verify more than 27,000 others for |Mivate requests or for use 
on our topt^raphic maps;’’ he said in an interview. 

“Although the provinces have the final say. we co¬ 
ordinate their work to avoid duplications and help trace 
origins and meanings.” 

Rayburn said control over place-names was lax until 
about 1940. He and his 12 co-workers see themselves as a 
protective agency, gathering information for future genera¬ 
tions about their heritage. 

Tm especially concerned about Newfoundland, because 
it has so many unique names—like Hug My Dug Island and 
Uncle Dickie's Burr—and no one really bothered to keep 
many records.” 

Among the 9,000 or so files the iH'anch has k^t since 1807 
is the story of how several Medicine Hat, Alta., merchants 
decided in 1910 that the name of their town should be 
changed to Gasburg. or Smithville. 

They wrote to the British author Rudyard Kipling, who 
had visit^ their city, to see if they could get his prestigious 
support behind tbeir campaign. 

“We have a copy of his reply on file and he said that if 
they went through with it then Judasville would be more ap¬ 
propriate than Gasburg because they were selling out their 
heritage.’'* • 

Rayburn says a knowledge of history, languages— 
including local accents—and a sense of humor are necessary 
for his job. 

“We have a two-inch file from the controversy over the 
spelling for Whonnock, B.C.—some people wanted two Ns 
and some one—and we settled for two after quite a bit of 
research.” 

Rayburn said he expects field studies of all the provinces 
to be completed by the end of the century and by then it will 
be tinoe to start the work all over again. His division 
provides advice and guidance for some im^vinces. while 
others undertake field programs on their own. 

“Names are dynamic and constantly changing.” he said. 
“It's a continuing process of painstaking study to keep up. " 

He said his branch began persuading some places to 
“clean up” their names about eight years ago and most of 
the vulgar ones now are off the map. 

And although early surveyors and settlers nam^ many 
places and geographic features after members of their 
families, the practice is forbidden now “unless it’s in the 
public interest.” 

Rayburn said pronunciation problems are difficult. 

“For instance, Bienfait, Sask., is said Beanfate’ and not 
given a Fench pronunciation at all. Magaguadovic, N.B., is 
pronounced ’Magadavy’ and Quirpon. Nfld.. is *Carpoon.” 

The federal government takes part in intemati<mal 
toponymy meetings every five years to straighten out such 
things as the names to given undersea features. 

“There's also an international commission that decides 
on names for features on the moon and the planets because it 
would be confusing if a crater was givm a different name by 
every country that studies the moon. 

“Luckily. I'm not involved with that. I've got enough to 
do here on earth. " 
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You’ll look a long time 
before you find a more deca¬ 
dent group than research rats 
and mice. 

Throughout the years, these

Committee raps government again

The provincial government 
gains much of its revenue from 
resource-based industry, a 
source which is not open to the 
average munlc4pality. 
(Although towns such as Port 
Albemi, with a large company 
operating within the 
municipality, manage to get a 
large part of tbeir taxes from 
the company, Victoria is not in 
this position.) 

In fact, Victoria, because it 
is a non-industrial town, and 
Saanich and Sooke, because 
they are bedroom suburbs, 
have some of the smallest tax 
bases in the province. The only 
major employer in the area is 
the provincial government and 
the government is natwious for 
its refusal to pay Its share of 
municipal taxes. 

The school boards made an 
unpopular decision, but one 
that had to be made and one 
that might wen have to be 
made next year if the provicial 
' government refuses to bear its 
share of the educational cost of 
the province. TeU your MLA 
what you think of the govern¬ 
ment's policies. Put the cost 
where it belongs. 

And remember: “You never 
stop paying for cheap 
education."

And after prodding by 
Senator Allistair Grosart (PC-

new research projects but 
loses all control over science 
spending once a project is ap¬ 
proved. 

Lamontagne says he 
sometimes gets discouraged 
because so little seems to 
change despite the efforts of 
his committee. 

“But 1 know that If our com¬ 
mitteedidn't do these periodic 
reviews, tbe departmentfC> 
would not change a thing. Em¬ 
barrassment is our only 
weapon.” 

Tbe 56-year-old senator, an 
economist by training and a 
former Liberal cabinet 
minister, says he is '^specialy 
concerned about the role of the 
department of Industry, trade 
and commerce. It is supposed 
to be responsible for encourag¬ 
ing innovation and helping 
Canadian Industrie become in¬ 
ternationally competitive.

from him. « ! 

On Saturday, police added. | 
a woman phoned head- j 
quarters at 4:45 to say she 
(.-ould see a young man stand¬ 
ing in the window of a town- 
house across the street from 
her. She said the youth was 
holding a gun but not pointing 
it. 

Constable Carl Martin, 23. 
who,,joined the RCMP a year 
ago and arrived in Sidney in 
April, was in the area and 
reached the scene about 4:47. 
As he left his car, he heard a 
boom which sounded like a 
.shotgun, but there was no 
sound of pellets to show it was 
limed at him. ■“ 

Nonetheless, he ran quickly 
up to the door of the town- 
h^se at 10046 Fifth. He saw a 
j'outh looking out <rf an up¬ 
stairs window. 

The youth asked IMartia 
what he wanted and the of¬ 
ficer replied he wanted to talk 
to the youth. Martin asked the 
youth to come down. 

The youth said nothing but 
instead lifted a shotgun and 
pointed it at Martin, then 
pulled the trigger. Martin 
dived for cover a.s soon as he 
saw the gdn' pointed at his 
head and was not hurt He 
worked his w’ay next door and 
asked a woman there to 
phone police.

Weekend phenomena add up 

Shake, rattle and roll

Four persons jumiied clear 
when a plane in the 

Victoria Inner Harbor and a 
bus driver and his passengers 
escaped injury when a falling 
tree btt^e the bus windshield 
at the hei^t <rf Sunday’s 
windstorm in Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

But Mfmday, the topic of 
conversation in Greater Vic¬ 
toria offices wasn’t the wnds. 
which residents of the area 
are used to — it remained the 
short but strong earthquake 
at 1:35 a.m. Sunday. 

Southern Vancouver Island 
escai>ed damage in the quake, 
which broke the Dominion As- 
Irophysical Obserx’atory .seis¬ 
mograph, needle as It hit 5.3 
on the Richter scale, but 
minor damtige was reported 
on the B.C. Mainland and in 
Washington. 

The quake centre was 30 
kilometers (20 miles) deep in 
the Strait erf CJeorgla ea.st of 
North Fender Islaml and the 
5.3. figure was believed to be 
the highest frexn that area 
since a 5.5 mark in 1920. 

As the Sunday afternoon 
winds were gusting to near 70 
- nules an hour, ^osvner-pilot 
Ronald Stone, 2541 Garden, 
was flying his Shawnigan 
l>ake-based Ces!«na IflO back 
to Victgria from a Gulf Is¬ 
land trip. His wife Grace and 
friends Bruce and Margaret 
Jackobaon of Bellingham 
were ^xMrd. 

Stone told Victoria police he 
had landed and was taxiing to 
the Undersea Gardens dock 
when the wind started to 
cause trouble. Skipper Claude 
Lacert of the Mv Marabell 
and crewTnan Claude Vllle- 
mure, who live on the vessel, 
got into a work boat and 
headed to the scene. 

The mvner^pilot saw the 
Black Ball ferry Coho coming 
and decided to tie his plane to 
the work boat for security. As 
he got out to do so, winds 
flipped the plane and all fi)ur 
occupants jump^ into the 
water. 

Lacert and Villemure got 
the tour into their boat and 
headed for shore, where the 
Stones and guests were taken 
to Victoria General Hospital 
and released after treatment. 
All escaped 'with a ducking 
e.xcept tor Stone, who bruised 
hU arms and cut his left knee. 

'The plane was towed to 
safety by I.acert and Ville¬ 
mure. A diver from the Gar¬ 
den* retrieved most of per^ 
scnal items lost ly its oc¬ 
cupants. Stone estimated 
damage at $15,000 to $20,000, 

Trees and power lines were 
felled by the winds throtighout 
southern Vancouver Island 
but the Wily report of serious 
damage came in Fsquimalt 


where what police called "« 
big old tree" fell as B.C. 
Hydro drivw Larry Doran 
was taking a bus al<Mtg the 
SOO-block Dunsmuir. 

Police said $406 damage 
was done as the tree broke 
the main windshield and dent¬ 
ed the front end of the bus but 
Doran and his passengers 
were unhurt. Another tree 
glanced off a parked car in 
the 400 block Hbad, causing 
$40 damage. 

Saddest man in Greater 
Victoria after the quaky, 
windy we^end was a Lang¬ 
ford fireman engaged in a 
game of shuffletxwrd in the 
firehall at 1:35. a.m. Sunday. 
When the tremor hit, he 
claimed, he had two four- 
point hangers — but when the 
gome resumed, both were <rff 
the board. 

Numerous Greater Victori¬ 
ans claimed the quake 
knocked them out of bed and 
sunilar reports came from 
such mainland centres as 
White Rock, where windowrs 
were broken in a few homes. 
The six-second tremor caused 
Vancouxer bighrise* to mv'ay 
for 30 seconds, with some 
walls taking cracks. 

No major damage occurred 
in the Gulf Islands where the 
quake was centred. It was 4he 
fourth tremor in six months 
originating in a fauK in Geor-

OTTAWA (CP) — Manufa¬ 
cturing firms are more con- 
fident now than they were in 
January that production will 
ccntlnue fb increase, accord¬ 
ing to a business conditions 
survey published by Statistics 
Canada Monday.. 

Tlje survey of 6,000 compa- 
iti*i foimd th»t 34 per cent ex¬ 
pected production to rise in 
the three mcmtiis between 
May and July from the pre¬ 
vious three months.

U.S. now trailing 
in wealth rating 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - 
The Population Reference 
Bureau says the United States 
has lost its first place as the 
world’s wealthiest natiem. 

At $6,640, the U.S. per capi¬ 
ta Income ranked only fifth in 
the bureau's latest complla- 
tKMi of populatitm data. 

Because of runaway oil 
prices, it said, the United 
Arab Emirates ranked 
highest with $13,500 and Ku- 
N%*ait secemd uith $11,000 even 
though the two are Uttle dif¬ 
ferent from other socalled de- 
velc^ing countries with most 
of their people living at sub 
sistence levels. 

But the United States also 
fell behind Seden, with $6,720 
and Switzerland, with $6,^. 

The worid’s poorest nations

income of only $70.

We have a good club 
and we were just blown right 
out.’’ 

Linemate Reg Leach, who 
gave the Flyers an early lead 
on Sunday with a record 19th 
goal and became a personal 
winner when he was voted Uie 
Smythe Trophy as the most 
valuable player in the 1976 
playoff, said that “this team 
gave H a hell oi a try. Mon¬ 
treal just kept coming at us." 

“This w’as the hungriest 
Montreal team I have ever 
seen." said centre Orest Kin- 
dtechok. They really checked 
us well." 

Philadelphia-coGoh Fred 
Shero paid tribute to the Mon¬ 
treal defence, stating that the 
key to the Montreal victory 
was the play of Larry Robin¬ 
son, Serge Savard. Guy La¬ 
pointe and Bill Nyrop. 

Just as appreciative of the 
opposition were the Philadel¬ 
phia fans, who gave Cana¬ 
diens a rousing cheer at 
game’s end to provide a fine 
ending for what has been 
called the best 4-0 final in cup 
history. 

Beaten by one goal in each 
of the first three games.

“Sometimes it is so easy to 
talk in millions of dollars that 
you forget the tens and twen¬ 
ties for a woman (Hi welfare 
whose basement needs to be 
dried out.” 

Wallace criticized the a.s- 
sienment of $25 million for a 
230-acute care bed hospital on 
the campus at the University 
of British Columbia. 

Such a hospital, he said. 
wtHild deal only with referrals 
of the “esoteric .5 per cent" 
of cases with highly compli¬ 
cated problems needing spe¬ 
cialists from a variety of dis¬ 
ciplines. 

Medical students heeded to 


learn about every-day com¬ 
munity medicine, and money 
for hcMpital . expansion should 
be put into estabHshed hospi¬ 
tals. he said. 

Wallace agreed that there 
was a need to expand the 
medical scIk>o1 at UBC. but 
denied any need to build a 
new acute care hospital there. 

He said Vancouver did not 
need any more acute care 
beds, but did need more l)eds 
for other types of care, such 
as' intermediate or extended 
care. 

“You should be putting that 
money into commtmity hos¬ 
pitals to teach community 
medicine, away from the fM> 
phisticat^ Ivory lowers of the 
university," Wallace said. 

Education ministlhr Pat 
McGeer said the university 
regarded the hospital as es- 
.sential if the medical school 
was-to be enlarged. 

The building of a hos[)ital 
had been a policy of the uni¬ 
versity since 1946 as a condi¬ 
tion of enlarging the school, 
he o.xplained. 

At present only 13 per cent 
of B.C. doctors were trained 
in the province, wdth the med- 
school Hmited to 80 stu¬ 
dents. and several hundred 
qualified students were being 
turned away every year. 


interesting that they were 
confined to mcmibers in Vic¬ 
toria.

Patient hints 
at legal mom 


The outgoing president of the First OflPn Heart So¬ 
ciety of B.C. ift afraid the growing hospital strike Is 
going to spell death for somg heart ailment victims and 
suggests legal action may be necessary to spur govern¬ 
ment interv'ention. 

'T've gone through the open heart bit and I know 
what it’s like to sit and wait.” Wells Hooker of Victoria 
said in an interview Monday. "There are going to be 
lives lost over this.” 

Two days earlier he told the society's annual 'meet¬ 
ing there might be a good case of legal action to 
prompt goveoiment intervention. 

He said he has requested the new directors to look 
at the possibility of such a move if the govemment 
doesn’t take steps by the middle of this week to end the 
two-week-old strike. 

The society is made up of some 150 Vancouver 
Island residents who have received open-heart surgery. 

Hooker told the meeting lawyers have indicated 
there might be a good case for a class action suit if the 
govemment doesn’t bring about the end of the strike. 

"When govemment. management and labor will 
take their problems out on the aged, the sick and the 
handicapped. I am disappointed to put it mildly, that 
this govemment has not talfen immediate action to 
order the workers back and have the whole ckse sub¬ 
mitted to binding arbitration.” he said. 

It was. he felt, a "national, provincial and civic 
disgrace that such a situation can be allowed in our so¬ 
ciety today.” 

During Monday's interview, he said: "I’m not tak¬ 
ing any side in this case.” 

He said both the union and hospital management 
might have good points to support their individual ar¬ 
guments. but his only concern Is the plis^t of the si^ 
and he doesn't think a strilw should be allowed to jeop¬ 
ardize the health of such people.

Barbecuing in bucket 
is no cooking mistake 


TORONTO (CP) Bucket 
steak is the latest fad for bar¬ 
becue buffs, says Ttn'onto 
home econmnls|i Margaret 
How*ard. 

"The bucket steak tech¬ 
nique solves such problems as 
9tubbom-tt>-light charcoal and 
lugging a regular barbecue on 
a picnic,” she said. "What 
you do is put that old gal¬ 
vanized bucket you’ve stashed 
away in the garage to a good 
use.” 

Mrs. Howard said that ail 
that is needed is one gal¬ 
vanized bucket, one diuble- 
sided, handheld grill and dis¬ 
carded newspapers. 

"About 10 minutes l)eiore 
dinner, crumple each sheet of 
paper into a baU," she said, 
"just tight enough to keep 
ball shape." * 

'‘Ne.\t. arrange steaks in 
tlie centre of the grill and 
sprinkle with seasoned sal^ 
pepper. Use no liqukfe 
such as marinades. 

"Drop one paper ball Into 
the bucket, and light* with a 
match,” she said. "Hold 
steakladm grill over the top 
of the bucket. Wh^n the paper 
has almost burned out, lift Uf 
grin and drop in nerft ball.’' 

She said that for rare steak, 


the process. st^ld be repeat¬ 
ed, "burning individual balls 
until four have been burned.” 

"For medium-done steaks. 
fis'C or si.x balls should be 
used,” she said. '"n>e steak 
comes out savwy and juicy 
with all the great flavor 
outdoor cooking." 

Mrs. Howard said the buck¬ 
et barbecue technique can be 
used any place. "It works 
well inside the firefrface and 
in outdoor locations.” 


.PARIS (Reuter) — Every 
year in France 40,000 couples 
want, to adopt a chdd, but 
only 2,000 succeed in penetrat¬ 
ing the bureaucratic red tape.. 

The adcptkm law was 
changed in 1966 to speed up 
the process, but the reform,, 
while widely praised, failed to 
wtui< Qtfectively. 

So the pioneering Health 
Minister Simone Veil has pro¬ 
duced another draft law to 
simplify the administrative 
tangles. 

The main thrust of her re¬ 
form is to give judges greater 
leeway in deciding when a 
child has been abandoned and 
qualified for adoption. Also, if 
passed by parliament, the bill 
will make it infinitely easier 
for parents who already have 
natural children of their own 
to adopt other children. 

At present, a child's parents 
can torpedo the adoption 
proc'ess by writing a handful 
of letters a year to state auth¬ 
orities looking after the un¬ 
wanted child. 

The law often takes this as 
sufficient proof that they are 
still concerned about the 
child’s future. So. as the child

A government communique 
said that under the new draft 
<aw. "the Intention expressed 
by the parents, but not car¬ 
ried out. to take care of a 
child’s upbringing and educa¬ 
tion will no longer suffice to 
reject an adofllion applica¬ 
tion.” This is to ensure justice 
is less restrictive In its in¬ 
terpretation. 

Government statistics show 
there are about 40.000 couples 
seeking adopted children. But 
many are discouraged by 
delays that average at least 
two yeti's. 

So only 7,000 couplea put in 
apfjlications. Of these 2,000, or 
about 29 per cent, succeed. 


Foster parents will be the 
big beneficiaries of the draft 
law’s othea main reform—the 
stipulation that parents w^ith 
their own children can also 
adopt? 

This was prompted by a 
series of highly piArficized 
"lug-^-dove” oases in wdiich 
foster parents were obliged by 
law to hand over children 
latedJy claimed by their natu¬ 
ral parents. 

At present, the only way a 
foster parent can gain legal 
control of a child is by special 
dispensation from President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing. 

Tliey must supply a dossier 
on their income and life style. 
Then a social worker visits 
their home. interviews 
friends, neighbors and em- 


pk>ym, and generally judgea 
their con^ietence. 

Finally, the couple under¬ 
goes an examination by a psy¬ 
chiatrist for a final ebeck on 
their suitability. 

Government figures show 
that couples prepared to un¬ 
dergo such scrutiny are main¬ 
ly city dwellers from the 
upper social levels who have 
been married five to nine 
years. 

>^7iile Giscard’s electoral 
and economic policies have 
come under fire, he is still 
pressing on with reforms in 
the social field. 

The adoption reforms come 
after the liberalization of di¬ 
vorce and abortion proce¬ 
dures and the lowering of the 
voting age to 18.

Garden notes 


The other day we talked 
about clwrlng the api^-flo- 
wering plants out of the front 
flower beds and replacing 
them with summer^lowering 
annuals. If you stc^ to think 
about those ornamental beds 
out front, you wiH realize they 
are about the hardest-working 
pieces of grouM anywhere in 
the garden. —»«- 

Most of the vegetable plot 
lies fa^ow through the winter. 
Herbaceous perennials die 
down. Shruba lose their leaves 
and go dormant. The lawn 
gets a little rest during frosty 
perioda and will sometimes 
stage a sit-down strike In mid¬ 
summer, turning teown until 
rested. Even houseplants get 
a change of soU occasionally. 

But the poor old beds out 
fiTHit just keep on going aU 
year round. No sooner is the 
display of bulbs or wallflow¬ 
ers finished in the spring 
when they are ripped out to 
make way for a patch of pe¬ 
tunias nr snapdragons. In the 


fall, these come out and the 
spring-flowering stuff goes 
back in. The beds them¬ 
selves never get any real rest. 

For this reason, then, every 
effort should be made to keep 
the soil in such beds sweet 
and healthy, replenishing sup¬ 
plies of humus as they 
come exhausted and ad^ng a 
sprinkle of lime to compen¬ 
sate for the calckim taken up 
by the discarded plants. The 
soil needn’t be especially rich 
and fertile — ^he summer an¬ 
nuals make too much leaf and 
too few flowers in rich ground 
— but it should be refreshed 
and in good heart and texture. 

It is Quite a temptation, 
when the bulbs or wrall flow¬ 
ers come out. to slap the bed¬ 
ding annuals in without delay, 
for bare beds are an eyMore 
at this time of the year, and 
these front beds are in the 
most prominent position In 
the garden. It is most impor- ' 
tant, though, to take time 
enough at both spring and fall 
changeover periods to give 


these beds a deep and thor¬ 
ough digging. Forking hapha¬ 
zardly here and there Is 
worse than useless. 

During the digging, woric In 
plenty of bulky, humus-form¬ 
ing organic material; com¬ 
post. leafmould, pre-mois- 
tened peat moss — all these 
ai-e ^ooti. Mellow old rotten 
manure or spent mushroom 
compost are excellent, but if 
this material is in. short sup¬ 
ply, better reserve it for the 
plants that appreciate it more 
and substitute peat moss, 
lower in nutrients but even 
more effective in developing 
good soil texture. 

A good plan of operations, if 
you have the. patience and the 
energy, is to dig a trench at 
(MiQ end of the bed, barrowing 
the excavated soil down to the 
other end. Place your organic 
materia] in this trench after 
breaking up the subsoil with a 
digging fork to improve drain¬ 
age. TTien dig out the next 
Wt. throwing the excavated 


soil into ti)e first trench, and 
so on right down to die far 
end where your original pHe 
ot soil awaits for filling in the 
final trench. 

This system sl^fts the whole 
of the topsoil a foot or two 
along the bed twice a year, at 
the same time replenishing 
humus, admitting air and im¬ 
proving drainage. SoU will 
never go sick or sour under 
this treatment. 

Ume is best added after 
digging and b^oTe raking. 
Preferred time is after the 
fall digging, and at a rate of 
two cupfuls pulvlerized lime¬ 
stone per square yard, but if 
the beds were not limed last 
fall, give half this dosage now. 
A little complete fertilizer ~ a 
kind recommended for flow¬ 
ers and vegetables, NOT a 
lawn fertilizer — can be 
added at the same time. 

Rake and tread your bed 
several times to get it (inn 
^ and level, then -go ahead and 
set out your summer-bloom¬ 
ing annuals.

There is a symbiotic rela- 
tiooship between man and 
these pests. For both the 
cockroach and the bedbug 




flourish as well in palaces and 
castles as in hovels and tene¬ 
ments. They are more humi¬ 
liating to deal with tiian 
germs or microbes.

At 
least so thought a famops 
metaphysical novelist of the 
Victexian age. 

"Strangely enough, for the 
invisible enemies (which we 
fear most) — I refer to 
germs, viruses, bacteria ~ 
we have remedies, but we are 
helpless where the bedbug 
.vnd cockroach are concerned. 
What is worse, they make us 
feel ashamed. We feel dirty 
with them around. We fear 
what our neighbors may think 
... I have vivid memories of 
them in Vienna and Budapest. 
Fortunately we In Southern 
C!aiifomia are not much trou¬ 
bled by bedbuugs. though they 
flourish in jails, prisons, re¬ 
formatories and the like. 

"As for the cockroach, it 
sieems to flourish everywhere. 

- It finds an ideal home In a 
city like Athens, where they 
grow to unusual proportions 
and cause a distinctive crack¬ 
ling sound when stepped on. 
Perhaps the only t^ons 
where they do wt flourish 
■are at the North and South

tJke the house fly and 
other domestic pests these 
creatures have built up quite 
an immunity to pesticides. 


^And now I come to my point 
... 1 have learned of a way to 
get rid of them easily and 
cheaply. I found out <Mily after 
numerous experiments by ex¬ 
terminators. Whether by ac¬ 
cident or intentionally, the ex¬ 
terminators ahvays left a few 
alive, the ‘breeders.’ so to 
speak. 

"My remedy was told me 
by an artist friend who had 
struggled with them for 
years. He did not invent the 
remedy — he was given it by 
two scientists. It’s such a sim¬ 
ple, cheap arid effective meth¬ 
od that t wondered no one has 
old us about it before. 

"All you do is go to your 
comer druggist and buy a 
small quantity of boric acid in 
powder form. Sprinkle thi.s 
around the favorite haunts of 
the roach. The powder sticks 
to its feet. Thus he drags it 
back to the nest and die.s . . . 
as do his progeny and his 
treasury of eggs. One should 
be careful in handling the 
j>owder as it is poisonous. 
Wear rubber gloves ... As 
for the bedbugs, I have not 
yet heard of an effective re¬ 
medy. ierhaps this notice will 
bring one to light. 

As I say. the subject is 
loathsome, but one cannot 
alw'ays be> fastidious in the 
service of humanity. We must 
keep In mind that Henry Mill¬ 
er lived In the underworld of 
Paris throughout the bleak 
'3Qs. when he had no audience 
in America except college 


boys who smuggled his novels 
home to enrich the curricula 
at Yale and Harvard after a 
summer holiday on the conti¬ 
nent, and he doubtless enter¬ 
tained a good many more 
bedbugs and cockroaches in 
his quarters than artists, writ¬ 
ers and women of the night. 
Thus, he may be the foremost 
living American lay authority 
on the subject, and to these 
credentials we may add the 
wisdom of his fourscore and 
five years. 

As he observes, his remarks 
on the be(fl>ug may be of no 
intere.st in ^them Califor¬ 
nia, since they are known 
here only to those poor devils 
who have dropped or been 
snatched out of society and 
reside in jails. In any case, 
since Miller has nn remedy, 
the point is moot. 

As for cockroaches. I have 
not seen one since we lived In 
Honolulu, where there were 
as cconmon as hibiscus blos¬ 
soms, a constant reminder 
that one always pays a price 
to live In paradise. 

In any case. I remind the 
reader that our first concern 
here has been the airing of a 
piece of literaUire. and not 
the extermination of some 
lower forms of life. 

Miller will notice It at once, 
course, so I might as* well 
ccKifess to the reader that T 
haw censored one line. It 
wasn’t really that bad. but I 
just didn’t want Henry Miller 
to think he’s lost his stuff.

Residents of the area. In the 
middle the Soviet Union’s 
largest gas fields, survived a 
similar severe quake last 
month without injury, accord¬ 
ing to Soviet officials. 

Both earthquakes were re¬ 
ported several times stronger 
than the one that devastated 
northeast Italy early this 
month, killing more than 900 
persons. A Moscow seismolo¬ 
gist said on television Mon¬ 
day's quake measured 7.3 on 
the open-ended Richter scale, 
and the April 8 quake 7.0. The 
Italian quake measured 6.5 to 
6.9. 

However. the epicentre 
came in the middle of the 
Kizilkum desert, inhabited 
mostly by herders of Karakul 
sheep.

Delegates to the convention 
also gave strong support to a 
manifesto demanding immedi¬ 
ate withdrawal of the federal 
controls program, scheduled 
to last another years. 

The manifesto calls for an 
equal voice for labor, with 
business and government, in 
the formation of future social 
and economic policy. 

In March, the CLC with¬ 
drew labor representatives 
from the Economic Council of 
Canada and the Caniida Labor 
Relations Council because 
they said the union represent¬ 
atives w^ra not given an op¬ 
portunity to be equal partici¬ 
pants.

OTTAWA (CPI Tbe C>- 
nadian Labor Congress cannot 
muster enough support among 
the rank and file of organized 
workers to mount an effective 
general strike. Labor Minister 
John Munro said Monday. 

But organized labor de¬ 
served a' bigger say in co¬ 
operation with business and 
government in forming new 
economic and social policies, 
he said. Responding to a 
strongly-worded manifesto 
presented M<mday at the 


fining of the CLC national 
conference in Quebec. Munro 
told the Commons the govern¬ 
ment was looking to labor for 
help in setting policies for the 
period following expiry of 
wage and price controls in 
about three years. 

Munro said a general strike 
would not work without the 
backing of all ctf the CLC's 
9,000 affiliated union locals 
and general suf^rt among 
CLC members. 

"The wofliers are generally 
in support of the wage-price 
program as a temporary mea¬ 


sure," he said. "I am con¬ 
vinced that a general strike is 
still an unlikely recourse.” 

While CLC president Joe 
Morris "can’t change and will 
not change in Ms <^)positlon'' 
to controls, there was room 
for optimism that organized 
labor would play a greater 
role in federal decisiawnak- 
mg. he said. 

Munro said CLC represent¬ 
atives cm the labor relations 
council had been considering 
changc.s in some institutions 
"fhat we have found not to be 
woricing too satisfactorily.”

OTTAWA (CP) - The gov- 
emment plans to acquire the 
Lockheed Oriem patrol air¬ 
craft despite the fact that ne¬ 
gotiations aimed at providing 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. with 
financing have collapsed, jfov- 
emment sources said Mon¬ 
day. 

The sources said Defence 
Minister James Richardson 
will announce in the Com¬ 
mons today Canada’s deter¬ 
mination to acquire the air¬ 
craft that will cost 31 billion. 

They said he wiU either say 
that the government will tend 
Lockheed the necessary 
money it needs to finance the 
project for the first three 
years or that the government 
will pay for the aircraft out of 
regular defence appropri¬ 
ations. 

The sources made their 
comments as a spokesman for 
the Canadian Imperial Rank 
of Commerce said that negoti¬ 


ations with Lockheed had col¬ 
lapsed. 

The company had been 
looking for financing since 
January and the whole Onon 
project has been in jeopardy 
several times.

Only ‘deserving’ will gain under G.A.I.N.

Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm Monday 
introduced to the Legislature 
what he termed "the most 
progressive social aenlces 
legislation anywhere in Cana¬ 
da.” 

And then he admitted that 
British Columbians will have 
to wait until "regulaUtxts 
a|>elling out the details” of the 
Guaranteed Available Income 
For Need Act (Bill 28) are 
worked out before they know 
w4uit their benefits could be. 

On the .surface Bill 28 
«G.A.l.N.i appears to offer so¬ 


cial service.s recipients a bet¬ 
ter and more consolidated 
method of assistance. 

"It ^vides more benefits ■ 
to deserving people such as 
t h e handicai^d, single 
parents and the K to 59 years 
of age category.” Vander 
Zalm said at a press confer¬ 
ence after first reading of the 
bill. "At the same time it 
makes extensive provisions 
for incentives to get people off 
the welfare rolls and into 
meaningful employment." 

Tlje G.A.I.N. lcgi.sIation was 
promised in the throne 
speech’. 

The minister said once 


through the house the legisla¬ 
tion would be proclaimed and 
become law "almost immedi¬ 
ately." 

"This is a total package for 
an approach to social assis¬ 
tance delivery that will re¬ 
place the band-aid legislation 
and reguJatiem that has per¬ 
sisted over the years,” 
Vander Zalm said. 

The new legislatMMi will 
allow income assistance bene¬ 
fits to be increased for: 

• Single parents with de¬ 
pendent children. 

• Two-parent families 
with dependent children who 


are unable to find employ¬ 
ment after six months. 

# 'Dtose between the ages 
of 55 and 59 years of age. 

Details of the aMitional 
rates will be spelled out "in 
regulations” which are cur¬ 
rently under stu^. 

The minister said the new 
act also provides for social 
assistance payments to be 
geved to the cost of living. 
“In future, increases in social 
assistance paymeilts will be 
made when requir^. not 
when it is politically expedi¬ 
ent.” he said. 

In addition to increased 
payments geared to cost-of- 


living increases, the asset ex¬ 
emptions now allowed will 
also be increased. 

Assets are defined as "liq¬ 
uid assets” which could pro¬ 
duce income. At iiresent asset 
exemptions are set, at 3l.0(X): 
under the new regulations 
they will be increased to 
31.500. ’ 

Former resources minister 
Norman Levi dismissed the 
bill as containing nothing 
new. "rve read it and I can’t 
see anything new in it," he 
said. "We don’t know what 
the new rates arc. but the bill 
carries a hint of a move back 
to I9r2." 


Vander Zalm claims the 
new bill will socm "be the 
envy of every province in 
Canada." 

l.evi said it "is the first ex¬ 
ample. the first solid piece of 
evidence of electoral trick¬ 
ery." He noted that during 
last year's election campaign 
Premier Bennett had pn> 
mised not to touch Mincome 
programs. 

"This act wipes them out."

The manifesto says that in 
talking about proposals for 
full three-party consultation, 
"we should harbor no false 
illusions about either the 
dangers or the task which 
confronts labor.” 

"Canada has clearly 
reached a stage in'its history 
when our future economic 
growth cannot be secured 
without cooperaticxi of or- 
ganlAed labor in national eco¬ 
nomic and social policies." 

The manifesto say.s that 
labor will only co^terate on 
the basis of a program 
"which recognizes the need to 
create jobs as a first priority; 
which contains a commitment 
to protect those who suffer 
from inflation by taxing those 
who benefit; w’hich includes a 
commitment to redress this 
country’s unacceptable record 
in redi.sinibutiriig income." 

The document says a new 
economic program also must 
recognize that "private 
investment must serve the in¬ 
terests of ordinary people and 
that an equitable society can 
only be achieved if the power 
of corporations to set prices is 
constrained to match the con¬ 
straint which is Imposed on 
the price of labor by the col¬ 
lective bargaining^process."

McLeery said the informa¬ 
tion he volunteered concerned 
the awarding of a Ministry of 
Transport lease to Sky Shops 
Export Ltd. at the airport and 
he was not paid by MacKay 
or the Conservative party for 
the information. 

He said he met the Tory 
MP for Central Nova through 
the office of Solicitor-General 
Warren Almand when he and 
another former RCMP officer, 
Gilles Brunet, .were trying to 
clear their names after being 
discharged from the force on 
^ Dec. 6. 1973. 

Brunet said MacKay did not 
intervene on the discharged 
officers’ behalf by arguing in 
favor of their reinstatement 
into the RCMP in compeosa- 
tion foi: the information. 

However, the 'MP dW.feay 
last month that the two men 
had been victinw of "arbi¬ 
trary treatment" m their dis¬ 
missal. 

McLeery told a government 
inquiry they had been dis¬ 
missed "on a vrtiim" after (he 
two officers had been the tar¬ 


get of RCMP investigations 
into his friendship with Mon-. 
treal businessman Mitchell 
Bronfman, who owns the Dor¬ 
val security firm. Securex 
Safeguard Consultants Ltd. 

The men appealed their 
case to the Federal Court last 
year.

Indians urged 
to stress union

COURTENAY - Failure nt 
Indians in this province to 
■'Kei their act together” «n 
the contentious land claims 
issue, was theme of an 
address by William Wilson to 
delegates attending the four- 
day union of British Columbia 
Indian Chiefs conference. 

Wilson's speech was his last 
hurrah before stepping down 
as president and the battling 
young w'arrior. who has been 
a controversial figure since 
assuming the |iresldency. 
made sure it was a speech 
that would long be remem¬ 
bered. 

He chastized Indians for 
"being more concerned with 
fighting each other, pitting 
district against district, per¬ 
sonality against personality, 
than burying the hatchet and 
uniting in our common goal.” 

He reminded the chiefs that, 
when the organization was 
formed in 1969. the theory 
was that all chiefs would band 
together and present a united 
front. 

■'Scvwi years later we have 
spent SIO million and what 
have we accomplished? 

"Not a bloody thing. We've 
had ail that money and 
achieved not a bloody thing,” 
Wilson charged. 

He said: "That money was 


earned off your land, but we 
have been too damn busy 
fighting among ourselves to 
car? about the union.” 

The Comox-bom native said 
in his years wHR'the organiza¬ 
tion he has “lived and 
breathed the union” because 
he considered it an honorable 
pursuit. 

"But it’s meaningless 1o 
many Indians because they 
don’t care — they are too 
busy, fighting among them¬ 
selves. 

"This, unfo.ctunately is the 
reality of the Indian move¬ 
ment in this province.” 

He told delegates: "You 
have been too busy with alt 
this infighting to see what the 
white man is doing to you.” 

Although he has been in the 
minority, Wilsw said he 
stayed with the union because 
"it was something in which 1 
believed very deeply.” 

"But many.” he said, “have 
surrendered to the while 
man." 

The day is not too far dis¬ 
tant. he warned, “when you 
will ail talk and look like the 
white man our heritage 
and culture will be nothing 
more than a memory.” 

The people gaining from 
such a situation, he said, 
would be the people who have 
been putting Indians down for 
ages people who have been

on backs of Indians for year. 

"The legacy that we will 
leave, will be that we were 
too busy fighting among our¬ 


selves. Wo were too busy fid¬ 
dling while Rome burned.” 

Both the federal and provin¬ 
cial governments are interest¬ 


ed only in a heads and trin¬ 
kets seltlepieni of the land 
claims issue, Wilson said. 
"These governments." he 


said, "apc quite happy to see 
us at each othem throats. We 
are cur <iwn worst enemy 
and w'e don’t seem to be able 


to realize the harm we are 
doing ourselves.” 

He tflfd the conference: “I 
don’t think we really have 
any chance of succeeding in 
our quest. Perhaps it would 
be belter If we just roiled 
over and died.” 

Key factor of discussions on 
the land claims is not one of 
monetary gain, he said, but 
the qutstioh of "what our 
children are going to be doing 
a hundred years from now.” 

“If we fart tg bury the 
hatchet the goal of our chil¬ 
dren will be to be white, mid¬ 
dle-class Anglo-Saxon.” 

Indian children yet unborn. 
Wilson contended, must be 
given the opportunity to exist 
in dignity with their own lan¬ 
guage ai^ culture — "that is 
what the land claims matter 
is all about..” 

“Unless we stick together, 
we wUl be beaten by the white 
man,” he told the conference. 

Wilson was also highly criti¬ 
cal of the Federal Indian af¬ 
fairs department, a depart¬ 
ment he termed "racist and 
bigoted.” 

The department, he cwi- 
tinued, "is the most racist 
and bigoted existing in to¬ 
day's society.” 

He accus^ the department 
of "buying off” Indians and 
.said "they are the prime 
leeches of our society.” 

In his inqias.sioned plea for 
unity, Wilson said he hoped 
that Indians, and whites will 
retain distinct culture.*: but 
will "live together as equals 
in a country that remembers 
where it came from and how 
it was bom.” 

He told the chiefs there was 
nothing inconsistent in having 


a strong tribal organization 
and also having a strong pro¬ 
vincial umbrella organization 
and Implored the delegates: 
"Let’s get our act together as 
wc are fast running out of 
time.” 

On another land claims 
matter, telegrams were fired 
off Monday to Victoria and 
Ottawa by the chiefs’ union, 
.'iupix^rting t1^ stand of Ilaida 
Indians on the future use of 
crown land in Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 

The action taken by the 
Haida Nation is the fomrunner 
of stnvilar action planned by 
bands across British Colum¬ 
bia in the next few'weeks, del¬ 
egates were told. 

The message to Ottawa and 
Victoria says; 

"As we. the people of the 
Haida Nation, are in the 
process of developing a posi¬ 
tion of negotiations with fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments on Haida land and as 
you are aware of these negoti¬ 
ations and have continued to 
sell or lease crown land, wc. 
the Haida people, have found 
it necessary to declare a mor¬ 
atorium on all crown land on 
the land known as the Queen 
Charlotte Island. From this 
date, there .shall be no sale or 
lease of crowTi land until the 
Haida land claims issue is 
settled. 

”We request a resjjonse by 
May 18, 1976. If wc do not re¬ 
ceive a reply by that dale we 
will be forced to use other 
methods.” 

The telegram was sent to 
the labor, mines, and forestry 
ministers in Victoria, the en¬ 
vironment minister in Ottawa, 
and the B.C. Association of 
Non-Status Indians.

NANAIMO The Nanaimo 
Regional District board is still 
waiting for the results of a 
market survey by the federal 
ministry of transport before 
makii^ a decision on whether 
to take over operation of Nan¬ 
aimo airport. 

The board was asked to as¬ 
sume responsibility for the 
field by Nanaimo city council 
which said at the time of the 
request the function would 
more properly be carried out 
on a regional basis since use 
of the field was not limited to 
Nanaimo city residents.

Subsequently, MoT declared 
the field a "feeder airport,” 
thereby making it eligible for 
100 per cent federal funding 
on certain aspects of the re¬ 
pairs and upgrading, mainly 
in the form of installation of 
night lighting. 

Owen Kennedy, head of the 
regional^ district transpor¬ 
tation committee, also asked 
MoT to conduct a market sur¬ 
vey to determine use and po 
tential use of the field.

A vote was 
scheduled for today at Cow¬ 
ichan DLstrict Hospital in 
Duncan and Wednesday for 
Gorge Road Hospital in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Other votes are scheduled for 
St. Paul's Hospital in Van¬ 
couver. St. Mary’s in New 
Westminster. Richmond. 
Peace Arch in White Rock 
and Chilliwack hosintal. 

Meanwhile. Uiere was a 
wamiiuc Monday that hospi¬ 
tals can scum expect to be 
struefe before the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board has designated 
the number of employees and 
beds necessary' to maintain 
essential services. 

Such designations have pre¬ 
ceded strike action at each of 
the six hospitals involved to 
date.

The manifesto calls for an 
equal voice for labor, with 
business and government, in 
the formation of future social 
and economic policy. 

In March, the CLC with¬

"In future, increases in social 
a.ssistance payments will l)e 
made when required, not 
when It is [HiliUeally ex|»edi- 
ent." he said. 

In addition to increased 
payments geared to i-ost-of- 


living increases, the assci ex¬ 
emptions now allowed will 
also be increased. 

Assets .are defined as "liq¬ 
uid assets" which could pro¬ 
duce income.

The outgoing president of the First Oitrn Heart So¬ 
ciety of B.C. is afraid the growing hospital strike is 
going to spell death for some heart'ailmenLvictims and 
suggests legal action may be necessary to spur govern¬ 
ment intervention. 

‘Tve gi»ne thnnigh the open heart )>lt and T know 
what it’s like to sit and wait.” Wells Hooker of Victoria 
said in an interview Monday. “There are going to be 
lives lost over this.” 

Two days earlier he told the society's annual meet¬ 
ing there might be a good case of legal action to 
prompt government intervention. 

He said he has requested the new directors to look 
at the rwssibility of such a move if the government 
doc.sn’t lake stops by the middle of this week to end the 
tw«>.week-old strike. 

The society is made up of some 150 Vancouver 
Island residents who have received oi)en-heart surgery. 

H<x>ker told the meeting lawyers have indicated 
there might he a good ca.se for,a class action suit if the 
government doesn't bring about the end of the .strike. 

“When government, management and labor will 
take their problems nut on the aged, the sick and the 
handica{)ped, I am disappointed to put it mildly, that 
this government has not taken immediate artiem to 
order the workers hack and have the whole case sub¬ 
mitted to binding arbitration,” he said. 

It was. he felt, a “national, provincial and civic 
di.sgrace that such a situation can be allowed in nur so¬ 
ciety today.” 

During Monday's interview, he said: “I’m not tak¬ 
ing any side in this case.” 

He said both the union and hospital management 
might have good points to support their individual ar¬ 
guments. but his only concern is the plight of the sick 
and he doesn’t think a strike should be allowed to jeop¬ 
ardize the health of such people.
